NEW YOBK, Oct. 31.—Seren personi 


were burned, to death »t 3:80 o'olool 
yesterday morning iu a fire in Gas 6- 
udory tenement, 216 Went Thirty-second 
Htreet. Four wero fotuid dead on the 
Uhird. -floor rear aud three on the fourtl 
floor.

•George Friedman, aged 4. 
Mw. Margaret Killian, ngerl 70.

In Boosevelt hospital a victim of th* 
lire, Mrs. Lena Friedman, aged SB, Vv-lio 
tried in vain to save her life by jnmpi: i 
from & third-story window, is lying fa 
tally hurt. 
, M'he flame* flashed with marvelous 
vapidity jfrom the cellarets the root ol 
»he teatamont house. 
Smokfe filled the 
taitire house. Just what caused fhe fire 
*o Wart up ,.o suddenly at a- time wl.. 
the tenants of tho house were asleep is 
not known. Tho only thing definitely 
known at present ia that the fire startec 
in the rear portion of the cellar. 


The flames shot up the stairways with 


startling speed. The house ttontainec 
seven faiuilisi, two on each floor, ex 
icept the top story, whore the janitress, 
Mrs. Ebcrwein, lived alone. There -were 
probably 40 persons asleep in tua house 
when the fire started, aud prompt action 
ukme eaved many from death. 


The escape of the Fondiller family 


\ra« very narrow. Adclph,.aged 17, 
was the first to awaken. He was near, 
ly stifled with the smoke, but, crawling 
to the window, opened it and tl 
aroused the rest of the family. 


Thw otlior families on the upper floors 


in tS;o front portion of the braiding 
w«e aroused by tho smoke or thi 
«hout« of tba people in tl\u street below 
I Mm. Jacob Smith rashed out. on tlie 
fixe escape ou th*3 first floor, and'jumpac 
to tho side^ralk, She escaped "with f 
few slight bruises, and her husband 
Who- followed her, was equally for- 
Xuuatc. 


Mia. Fondiller, who was oaiTyiug a 


b«i>7 ia her arms, passed tho child to 
her hiMbmtd ou the second floor fire as- 
•cap*. Her net probably :sarod~th6 baby*i, 
lift, for as she stepped on the fxrst floor 
*re escape her foot ilippcd and slit fel 
'«n the ibonldeiof » •policeman., nearly 
-knocking him from his position ou. tho 
box.

«scapeS; but while'they werij'being rea- 
<oaeii a tragedy was being unacted in tha 
war apartments ou the second flooi', 
^wfaere Nathan JTriedman, a poor fur- 
rier, wa* making a mad fight to • sav<. 
his famjly and himself from death. He 
awoke ta find his bedroom full of smoke, 
and picking up Esther, the youngest of 
their three children, a babe of four 
mouclis, Friedman made Ms way to the 
halt door. 


> The flames had reached that floor auu 
the fire drove him blistered and hall 
fainting from the intense heat to the 
kitchen. He aroused his wife aud bade 
her follow him, but the woman became 
hysterical and did not obey. Friedman 
zaadu his way to a corner window, near 
which a slender iron ladder ran from 
th» yard to the roof. He rapidly de- 
'«o«nded the ladder, expecting that his 
wife would follow, but hardly had he 
reached the ground when he heard her 


The poor man turned around just iu 


tune to see the form of his wife shoot 
downward from tho window of the 
kitchen. 
Mrs. Friedman struck tlia 


bottom of the cellar area. Strange to 
•ay, ahu sustained no broken bones. 
Her clothing, however, was ablaze and 
before it could be extinguished the un- 
fortunate woman was probably fatally 
burned... 


Meantime engines had been flooding 


the houso with water, aud in an hour 
the fire had been extinguished and fch» 
house cleared of smoke. Then tlie fire- 
men made a tour of the rooms. The 
two Friedman children, George and 
Levi, were found lying dead, side by 
ride, in their bed, just as they had 
fallen asleep tha night before. 
In a 


bedroom in the Friedman apartment, 
were the bodies of Leiin Mitchell, a 
cousin of Mrs. Friedman, and Anna 
Applebat, who boarded with the family. 
Keither of the girls had. moved, ap- 
parently, aud their faces looked peace- 
ful. 


On tlio floor abovo Jacob Killiau was 


found lying doubled up alongside of his 
bed. 


Aged Mrs. Killian had died just- as 


she slept, and a poaoeful smile rested 
ou the furrowed face. 


The remains of the dead were re- 


moved to the Thirty-sevsnth sheet po 
lice station.

WASBUNSTON, Oct. 81.—The anrounce- 


ment by the Associated Press that tho 
Embargo planed upon American cattle 
by the senuto oi' Hamburg had been ox- 
tended to the length of an exclusion of 
American cattle and dressed meat from 
every part of Germany was received 
with surprise by department officials 
yesterday. 


That the '"cxas fover was merely a 


group.d which Germany coold adopt, for 
enforcing retaliatory measures against 
the United States because of the sup- 
posed discrimination against German 
interest in l;he sugar schedule of the 
tariff bill, -,v:is tho prevalent.impression. 
Tho German ambassador, however, as- 
smrod the secretary of stata yesterday 
that the measure of exclusion was in- 
spired solely by sanitary reasons, and 
had no political motivebehiud it. Gov- 
ernment officials are obliged to take this 
view of tlio <:nse, siuoo any other view 
might soeon a reflection upon the am- 
bassador. 


Secretary Morton* who has just re- 


turned to th'U ci^.y front a trip abroad, 
had 
n co .saltation with Secretary 


Grenham about the matter yesterday 
before 
the stringent measures just 


adopted were known. Ho assured Sec- 
retary Gresharu that tho exportation of 
Texas fever into Germany by American 
cattle was altogether improbable if not 
impossible, according to the opinions of 
tho experts of the departments who 
have devoted mnch time toiu\ estiva Ling 
the disease cVculng tho past year, and 
said that he vras confident that tho sup- 
posed discoveiry of Texas foyer was a 
mistake. 


When tho Associated Press dispatch 


from Berlin was shown to tho secretary 
of agriouli are he expressed surprise. 
Tho exclusion of dressed meats he was 
at a loss to -understand, because they 
are all inspected by competent govern- 
mejit oliicials m this country before they 
are shipped. 
Texas fever, moreover, 


can be carried only by live cattle. 
The 


Hvo cattle exported from this conntry 
ore also inspected at tho port of ship- 
ment to ,sce limt thoy .are not diseased. 


Secretary Morton paid, he had no 


doubt Shat the'German' officials in toad-" 
«d to act in the interests of the public 
health iu excluding American eattln, as 
the sanitary regulations of that circuitry 
are unusually stringent upon ali mat- 
tore. The secretary flunks that the 
damage to bo inflicted upon American 
interests by ' hi!; action !s greatly over- 
estimated, JUT our exports of meat to 
Germany is comparatively light. Ifrorn 
his observation ou his recent trio, Sec- 
rotary Morton is convinced that the 
exportation of live cattle can not bo 
made to pay as well as shipping dressed 
meats. The ostabliahmont of iucrousBd 
facilities for shipping moats in cold 
storage, he thinks, will greatly increase 
the American business. 


Dr. D. E. Salmon, chief of the bureau 


of animal industry, said: "Admitting, 
for the sake of argument, thai the cat- 
tle which are landed in Germany are 
infected with TfcKas fever, there is no 
longer danger to this German cattle, bo- 
cause oven in tbis country cattle with 
this disease <!o not communicate it to 
other animal:i. Tho disease is not com- 
municated diroetly from one animal to 
uiother, but, animals from a certain dis- 
trict in the southern part of tho Uriited 
States are able to infect pasture j and 
pens in which they happen to be placed 
wi'shin 30 days from the timo they leave 
this infected district. Animals which 
contract the disease obtain the infection 
from these pens and pasturofi, and nob 
directly from other cattle. 


The cattio which are sick do not in- 


fect the grounds or pens, and, conse- 
quently, are not dangerous to other an- 
imals. 
Thi>i has been proved by many 


yearsof experience in the United States. 
The conveyance of 
Texas fovor in 


dressed meat is impossible. These ani- 
mals thus diseased do not fall sick at all 
themselves. 
They simply carry the 


ticks. The ticks drop off and lay their 
eggs and die. Those eggs must iie ou 
ground a certain length of time before 
they hatch. Then tlio young lie there a 
certain length of timo b?.fovQ they get 
ou the cattio and another length of 
time elapses before they produce the 
disease."

S't. PBTEIISHUKG, Oct. SI.—Tho latest 


iispatch from Livadia confiims the pre- 
rions cues a7iuouncing-a marked change 
for tho worse in the czar's condition. 
Th& most pronounced symptoms are 
those of congestion of tho lobe of -his 
left liiug, greatly increased coughing 
and raisiug'pf blood. The dispatch adds 
that his majesty's condition is extreme- 
ly dangerous. 


A private telegram from Yalta says 
that tho doctors iu attendance on his 
majesty held an unusual long consulta- 
tion last night; The emperor is con- 
scious and able to converse with the 
doctors oiid his relatives. The czarina 
never leaves the sickroom. 


His majesty .sofiers heroically and 
makes no coiaplaiiit. Monday he tried 
to attend to state papers and letters but 
WM obliged to stop by yioleat fits of 
coughing, which Inatod some hours, 
The conghii'g was aocornpan.'.wl by in- 
tense paiii, and then blciod appeared in 
the phlegm, the doctors were undecided 
at first as to whether the blood was 
from fclie throat or lungs. Tha cough 
ooaturaed all night. The oaa,r made no 
attempt to return to his twd butra- 
maiiiod in his armchair. 


Dr. Zjtoharin is of thti opinion that a 


portion of tne clotted blood got into the 
left hu.ig and produced inflammation. 
It is hoped now that the clot may get 
absorbed, 
otherwise breathing will

A Cal>luct Crisis Which WU1 Be round to 


llu I.liil!uult uf &»tution. 


MADKID, Oct. 31.—As a result of the 


cabinet council hold yesterday the min- 
isters have tendered their resignations. 
Minister Sa^asta has gome to inform the 
quean regent of tho action of the cabi- 
net. It is bolioved that tho crisis will 
bo found to bo 'uimcult of solution. 


Though the, causes that have led to 
the resignation of the Spanish ministry 
can. not at present be positively stated, 
it ia pretty safe to assume that the crisis

Senor .Maura, the colonial minister, but 
Ills coUeagai.3 persisted in carrying out 
the arrangement* and " SJ^nor iHfcura re- 
signed. 
This, however, was but one of 


the serious difference iu tho cabinet ou 
the government's colonial policy.

1 HUNTING FOR ORCHIDS. 


Amtt Which Trotect jWio Beautiful 


On the fork of a tree a few feet 


above our Jieails is perched one of the 
largest orchids wo have ever seen. A 
mass of aeiialroots, bulbs and leaves, 
four leet through, is surmounted by 
a score of long, whiiplike flower sterna 
standing up 10 feetheyond tlie leaves 
and gracefully arching over. "Now, 
Adonis Christmas, let us see you get 
that plant Don't break it, or rulj off 
the flowers against those bush ropes." 
The negro takes his cutlass and be- 
gins chopping awa;y at eome of the 
vines which hang in front, and pres- 
ently ia clasping the tree on a level 
with the orchid. We sea him tug 
once at tho plant and then slide down 
the tree, rubbing hishands and swear- 
ing loudly. -"What is the ma.tter? 
Why don't you get the plantV" says 
the collector. "Too much antsea— 
bite too bad," replies he, with an in- 
jured look, as he rubs hie shining 
black skin. "Ob, but we must get 
it, and if the negroes are afraid Til 
go tip myself," cries our friend. 


Up be <iimbs and is down again 


much faster than tfee negro. Stand- 
ing on thebauk, he quickly strips off 
his coat and picks the great black 
ants from his neck and hands, rubs 
the sore, places, grumbling and sore- 
ly discomfited. Looking up, we see 
the plant almost black with insects, 
which had evidently put themselves 
in battle array and were prepared 
to fight for their home anr&ng the 
roots of the orchid. Hot yet van- 
quished, our collector cuts a long 
.bamboo from ti clump growing close 
by, and soumwlmt viciously com- 
mences to loosen the orchid from its 
perch by poking a,t it from helow. 
But it is iio interlaced with bush 
ropes that nothing can be done with- 
out breaking the plant hi pieces, 
which, of course, will spoil it as a fino 
specimen. Then the ants begin to 
swarm dmvuthe stick, and presently 
a few 'bites on the hand make our 
friend drop it into the stream. 


Rolnctn.iil.ly we are at last obliged 


to leave; it u 1 1 nip, and proceed onward, 
hoping for holier luck with the next 
plant. Paddling along, we think of 
this wonderful contrivance of nattira 
to protect the orchid from noxious 
insecta, and i-vcii, as in our case, from 
human de-spoilers. We do not find 
orchid collecting go very easy, for 
the nests of tlie maribunta (the wasp 
of G'jiana) often hang dangerously 
rjsar to a covered specimen and warn 
off iuti-iider.s. Sometimes these nre 
not seen until the little insects are 
buzzing about our ears, and then 
there is nothing loft but to get off as 
goon as possible. A nest which hangs 
in front of a fino brassia, and cffectn- 
ally'bars tho way, is blown, to bits by 
the gun of onu of our party. Then 
we secure tho plant and paddlo on 
before tho hoinelt'.ss ones find out 
what is the matter. Somutirnes liz- 
ards iicampoi1 away as a plant ia 
grasj>cd, and once a harmless snake 
glided across the baud of one of ihe 
negroes, making him cry out with 
frigi.it. Another time a snake fell 
into the bateau and made us all get 
out of its way until we found it was 
neither the dreaded labaria nor rat- 
tler.- -Cornhill Magazine. 


Early Creole Watox-worka. 


The early Greeks depended upon 


natural springs and cisterns hewn in 
the rock, but the insufficiency of the 
Pi.j>ply led to daring engineering 
works. As early as 025 B. C. a tun- 
nel 4,JOO feet long, 8 broad and 8 feet 
high waa cut through a hill which 
stood between Samos and a coveted 
supply of water. Fifty or sixty years 
later extensive works of a similar 
nature were constructed to bring wa- 
ter to Athens from the Viilln of Hy- 
mettus, Peiitelicus and Parnes. Two 
conduits from Hymettus passed un- 
der the head of the Hissus and were 
cut ha the rock for most of the dis- 
tance. This condcit and one from 
Pentelicus met in a large reservoir 
just outside Athens, and from :thJ3 
the water was distributed through- 
out the city by underground channels. 
Eome of the ancient aqueducts con- 
tinue to supply Athens at the present 
time.—Detroit Tribune.
